FOREWORD 


One thousand and fifty-eight works were submitted to the jury of selection 


for this exhibition. One hundred and eighty-four of these were chosen to 


be shown by the jury—all artists distinguished in the field of graphic art, 


elected by the artist members of the San Francisco Art Association. 


This is not the largest in number of works of the four drawings and prints 
annuals held so far, but it is the largest in artist representation. For this 
year, because the field was widened, the jury selected only one work by 
each of the artists chosen. Result is an exhibition both extremely varied 


and condensed. 


Eighty-three of the 184 artists represented are of states other than Cali- 
fornia—proof of an increase in recognition of the annuals’ influence and 
importance. In 1937 the out-of-state representation was 11 per cent; in 
1938, 29 per cent; in 1939, 27 per cent. This year it is 45 per cent. Because 
prints and drawings are most easily shipped it is natural that this rather 
than the watercolor or oil and sculpture annuals should lead as a register 


of growth in national character of the Art Association shows. 


In welcoming another fine annual exhibition to its galleries the Museum 
wishes again to remind its visitors that here is an opportunity to acquire 
a fine and yet not costly work of art for continued enjoyment in your own 


home.
